Washington. April 26.—Why 
pork 
chops and pork roasts cost more now 
than two. three and four years ago 
was the subject of expert testimony 
given In the senate food probe by Pe­ 
ter W. Peterson, of Clay county, South 
dakota. 
Mr. Peterson makes a specialty of 
raising hogs. He said he sold porkers 
at prices ranging from $4.50 a hun­ 
dred pounds in 1900 to $6.53 in 1909. 
The price then Jumped to $9.30 as the 
average from Jan I te this week. 
Corn, the product on which hogs 
chiefly are fattened, averaged 58*4 
cents a bushel in 1908 and 56*4 cents 
in 1909, in comparison with 33 to 40 
rents several years ago. 
“Now,” said Mr. Peterson, "pork la 
high tKxausc there are not enough 
hogs to supply the demand, and corn 
is low because there are not enough 
hogs to eat the supply.” 
Mr. Peterson showed that the aver­ 
age wage paid to farm hands had al­ 
most doubled In three years, that the 
value of grain producing farm lands 
had a< tuallv doubled In his section, 
that the cost of farm Implements had 
Increased 25 per cent. that clothing 
costs the farm* r from 25 to 30 per 
cent more, and that everything else 
he had to buy showed corresponding 
increases, yet he said he was making 
good profits and did not feel the 1907 
panic at all.

ceived the acceptance of the governor. 
There had been talk of the place 
going to Solicitor General Bowers, but 
it was pointed out that he was more 
or b*ss con Dei fed with the od and to­ 
bacco trust cases, and that 
his ap­ 
pointment would not be desirable till 
those cases were decided. 
On this account, and in view of the 
well known regard entertained by the 
president for Mr. H u g h e s . It has been 
believed for several weeks that the

President T aft has always express­ 
ed the highest 
regard for Governor

J u s t so it is with color 
We (annot always give a reason foi 
our preferences, but we are sure they 
exist, and most people are sensitive 
to color to a greater or less degree 
One’s favorite color brings repose and 
enjoyment, is conducive to health and

ing this preference wisdom must be 
-.how u. for there are many colors of 
ar Uh ti a little is enjoyable when a 
mass won 1*1 l*e unendurable. Constant 
iy surrounded by a glow of vivid scar­ 
let would Im* like close companionship 
with a brass band, but a touch of 
scarlet amid <1 ult surroundings is a 
pleasing sensation. 
A s far a s **tfe* t is concerned, the 
oior of a room makes Its atm osphere 
It may be * heel fill or sad, cozy or dis 
tut bing. according to its quality aud 
force 
Without color a room is much 
like a bare cam us, which might, but 
doe* not, gilt* a vivid picture of some 
phase of life 
The colorless room has 
nothing to tell of the character of Its 
occupants. 
Color in a house includes mu* ii that 
is classed as furniture, 
it applies to 
carpets, draperies und ornaments, but 
it is first aud pre-eminently applied to 
wall treatm ent, 
in selecting color for 
a single room or for ah entire house 
certain i*oints must be borne In mind 
The first is that one person does not 
make a home. 
It takes the combined 
influence and personality of every (>cr- 
son living under the roof to give its 
true character. 
Every btM»k. every plc- 
tuie, every carefully selected piece of 
furuiturx*. 
brought 
into 
the 
house 
makes it a part of a beautiful whole. 
and no house can Im* absolutely perfect 
without all these evidences of family 
life. 
Good rules to follow in selecting col 
ors for any room are to make the 
choice on this basis: 
With reference to the light in the 
room. 
With reference to other colors in a d ­ 
joining rooms.

With reference to the general ch a r­ 
acter of the furnishing. 
Interiors with a southern exposure 
should Im* treated with cool, light col- 
I ors, 
such 
as 
blues 
arni 
greens 
In 
various tones, witter gr»*en, em erald 
green aud blue green; also the all 


eery tones of gray. 
Rooms In whic! 
little sunlight Is adm itted m ust be 
brightened and be given the effect of 
sunlight. 
This may be Imparted by 
using warm colors in Its decorations. 
These are yellow, red brown, reds, 
yellow with a bint of red, olive and 
gold green, 
It is well to bear in mind th at al­ 
most every color has a cold and a 
warm tone. 
The first is produced by 
combining blue or green with the orig­ 
inal color, while the warm tone Is 
made by combining red or yellow with 
It. 
Thus brown with a hint of blue Is 
cold. while brown with a hint of red 
is warm, and tile effect of the two is 
entirely different. 
Tile number, size and placing of the 
windows also greatly affect the intern 
airy of the color 
It must alw ays be 
remembered that any interior Is dark 
compared with out of doors, and In 
the lightest room there will be dark 
corners or spaces where the color will 
seem much darker than it really is 
This explains why wall paper which 
appeared perfectly satisfactory in the 
dealer's store is often a disappoint­ 
ment on the wall of the room for 
which it was bought. 
The sample In 
the store was displayed In a different 
light from that In the room. Three prin­ 
ciple* will alw ays govern the proper 
use of color In house decoration—first. 
that of color in relation to light; sec­ 
ond. color in gradation, and, third, col­ 
or In masses. 
These principles are not 
difficult to master, but they are as Im 
portant and as Impossible to escape as 
climate 
The shades of color used o d 
walls or celling 
govern 
everything 
else 
The color of the walls prescribes 
the color that m ust be used in floor 
coverings, 
curtains 
and 
draperies 
After the relation of color to light has 
been established and personal prefer­ 
ence* have been taken Into account the 
next principle Is th a t of gradation 
The strongest and purest tones of the 
color are naturally and alm ost by In­ 
stinct put at the base—th a t is, the floor 
covering should carry the darkest col­ 
or or Its strongest tone. 
It is not often advisable to use what 
is known as a one color decoration—that 
is. confining the entire decoration to a 
single color 
Such a plan is much like 
tr.xlng to make ii melody on one note 
of the scale 
The lM*st effects in both 
sounds and color are produced by the 
skillful variation of tones. The grads 
duo and combination of even opposing 
tints give the grx*atest satisfaction to 
the eye. But. w hatever tho color or col­ 
ors used. they must la* darkest on the 
floor 
The walls xviii give the second 
grol*’ In color ami the ceiling the Inst 
These gradations, too, should be dis 
tinct and separate enough in toue to 
la* perfectly apparent. The connecting 
grid*** may appear In furniture cover­ 
ing and draperies.

gixen space enough to establish itself 
freely. Iii other words. It should not 
be broken into patches und neutralize*! 
bx divisions. 
N ature d**es not put a 
single red leaf on a tree and then 
change th** color to yellow or green 
Rather the whole forest will have it* 
various colors so arranged that cue is 
perfe th 
conscious of every one of 
them. The brilliant red is In quantity 
snide em to make itself felt, yet It 
d«M*s not interfere with the glow of 
the yellow or the restfulness of th* 
given 
The general tone of tile room 
linty in* xvbat you will—green or blue 
or a dix isioii of each — but to be |»er- 
fi* t every detail tu the room must be 
related ti* one «*r both of these colors. 
lf this rule Is disregarded every piece 
of furniture unrelated to the xx dole 
tM*<-«»hies a s|*ot w ill* ti has no real con- 
uecti* ii with and puts Hie entire room 
out of harmony. 
W hir* to Us* Different Colors. 
Some colors are mu* ii better suited 
to one room than another,

Light 
blues, pinks, lavender und other daiuty 
shad** ar** more suitable for sleeping 
rooms 
occupied

thou; Ii for the average |a*rsou there 
is im better color than a soft. unob­ 
trusive green for a bedroom. 
Red bus for yours been the favorite 
color for dining room, aud yet there 
are certain reasons why it is entirely 
out of place there. 
For one reason,

VV lien yellow happens to be a 
favorite color it is a good one to use 
In the dining room, particularly when.

Living rooms should be decorated
